HIGHWAY DEVELOPMENT

Am erican citizen* could buy mort 
motor vehicles and utilize a greater 
rblcnge of good roads if it were un- 
necessary for thi m to continue pay­ 
ing for roads which already are worn 
out aud obsolete. 
The billion dollars 
in gasoline tastes they pay annually, 
and the additional hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dollar* in other special auto­ 
mative taxi- , go in g n at part to pay 
intel cat and principal on bonds used 
to finance roads constructed in the 
past. 
Bonded debt for highways now if 
one of the biggest and mo t expen­ 
sive problems confronting highv.ay- 
using taxpayers. Some debt for state 
highways now is outstanding in 32 
states. .. 85 per 
cent of 
the 
total 
bonded indebtedness or $h630l66&i* 
428, is outstanding in 2 1 states. 
In 
these states, on the average, mon 
than OM -third of all revenues from 
highway taxes goes to pay off 
ole 
highway debts. 
Most of this road debt was incur­ 
red prior to 1929. 
That wa* more 
than a decade ago, yet in three state*1 
more than 60 per cent of present 
i highway income still is being used to 
|iay off debt. In eight other states 
more than 40 per cent goes for debt 
service charges, 
In a few states a definite portion 
of a particular highway levy rpecific- 
allv is pledged for 
retirem ent 
of 
bonds. 
In the vast m ajority, 
how­ 
ever, bond payments comprise a first 
lien on 
all 
highway tax 
revenue. 
These states ran neither build 
new 
roads, nor repair piesent roads, until 
after old road debt requirements are 
met. 
L ittle Le ft for Road* 
For instance, in 
Arkansas, three- 
quarters of the automotive tax in­ 
to me v-very year goes for debt ser­ 
vice. 
In Mississippi and South Caro­ 
lina nearly two-thirds thus is mort­ 
gaged. 
In Mmouri and W est V ir­ 
ginia mort than one-haif of all high­ 
way income muU be spent to pay for 
old roads. 
N early one-half of all au­ 
tomotive tax income in Alabama, Illi­ 
nois, 
Louisiana, New Mexico, Ore­ 
gon, and Tennessee goes the 
same 
route. 
The cause of thi> debt situation 
has been a policy of building roads 
neither wisely nor well. 
The grow­ 
ing us* of motor vehicles during the* 
20's created a demand for more and 
better roads. “ Good roads” programs 
Mvept the country. 
B y 1913 some 
IO states were in debt. 
By 1923 the
